Shops Closed 
In New Delhi 
Due to Stabbings

New Deti_Abril 24 (CP) — 
Shops were closed today, paralyz- 
ing business in the old city section 
of this capital, after a fresh rash 
of stabbings involving hostile 
religious communities,- 

At least two persons were 
killed and eight injured. A 2¢- 
hour curfew was im in 
some areas. The strife between 
Moslems, Sikhs and Hindus dur-

This is the third fire to strike 
Smiths Falls within the last five 
months. In December a $150,000 
blaze damaged an apartment 
building in the town and in Janu- 
ary a $15,000 fire destroyed the 
Smiths Falls arena.
